HIS LAST DAY 


It is going to be easy for Ev- 
erett E. Carter to give up his 
job as police sergeant in charge 
of traffic law enforcement here. 

“The first thing I am going to 
do Thursday morning is fix up 
the plumbing at the First Bap- 
tist church—get the lawn sprink- 
ler system working and do other 
things,” he said when asked how 
he felt on his last day of official 
work for the city. 

“I have been planning on my 
retirement for a long time,” he 


continued, his dark eyes -shin- 
ing out from under his dark 
eye brows. His face is tanned. 


“Perhaps it would be hard for 
me to suddenly give up the pob 
and do nothing. Of course, I have 
known of my retirement date for 


a long time and I have been 
kinda’ planning what I would 
do.” 


He is an ardent, fisherman, 
especially when it comes to get- 
ting ’em from the surf. He has 
equipment. His fellow _ police- 
men and fellow city employes 
gave him a hunting gun in a 
farewell dinner last night. He 
was also given an easy chair by 
business people in the com- 
munity.

“There are 270 sheets in each 
book.” 

The total is 6,750. “And then 
I have used about 50 citations 
in the book I won’t get to com- 
plete,” he observed in adding 
to make the total 6,800. 

In 1935 he really began his 
tour of duty as a traffic officer. 
“T estimate IT gave out about 
7,500 citations prior to 1943, he 
figured with his pencil in a 
thoughtful review of his 28 
years of service. 

That makes a grand total of 
about 13,500 “tickets” that have 
gone out from his pencil. 


“T tried not to make trouble 
for anyone and JT don't recall 
ever getting into a hot argument 
with any motorist,” the vet- 
eran said. “I never wanted to 
make it difficult. If a fellow 
was going too fast he usually 
knew it and if there was any 
question about how fast he was 
going, I usually accepted his own 
figure and wrote the citation 
accordingly. I figured the im- 
portant thing was to emphasize 
the need for safe driving and I 
sought only to caution him and 
to give him a ticket as a re- 
minder.” 

Sgt. Carter began working for 
the city September 3, 1925. His 
first beat was at night. That was 
before the era of two-way radio 





communications and not so much 
traffic. 
“T always had to keep my 


eye on the red light,” he report- 
ed. 

By the “red light” he actually 
meant a red light, perched high 
in the air, that was turned on 
from the police station. When a 
patrolman was wanted, an of- 
ficer in the police station turn- 
ed on the red light. 

The red light was the signal 
for action. Officers immediately

“NO MAN’‘S LAND” IN SCHOOL DISTRICT PRESENTS PROBLEM 
THAT MUST BE SOLVED IF ALL CITY IS TO BE SERVED 


There is a tendency here to overlook an 
unsatisfactory school boundary situation. 
Time will come when action should be taken 
if ever the area involved is going to be proper- 
ly served. 

We refer to the district within the Upland 
city limits which is in the Ontario school dis- 
trict. This area is between the Santa Fe right- 
of-way and the Ramona freeway. The prob- 
lem exists for these reasons: 

1.—The Edison school on Sixth street in the 
Ontario school district is not large enough to 
serve the many new children in this rapidly 
expanding area. 

2.—The Ontario school district is not inclin- 
ed to erect a new school building north of the 
freeway because of the likelihood of the area 
in question seceding from the Ontario school 
district. 

3.—New buildings are scheduled to be 
built by the Ontario school district on locations 
that are not best suited to serve the Uplanders. 

To quite a considerable degree, the area 
under consideration is in a “no man’s land” 
—educationally speaking. The Ontario school 
district is preparing to erect two new struc- 
tures on Sixth street; one at Berlyn avenue 
(east of Campus) and one at Benson avenue— 
1'2 miles west of Euclid. These sites are far 
from satisfactory in easing the situation since

IKE’S JOB COSTS 
HIM MOONEY 


As most of us know, the president of the 
United States gets a salary of $100,000 a year, 
plus $50,000 as an expense allowance. That 
sounds like a fairly good income. And it would 
be except that Uucle Sam pays out with one 
hand and takes it back with the other. 

Out of the $150,000, the president pays 
$95,000 in taxes. That still leaves him $55,- 
000. But the entertainment and social expens- 
es at the White House probably exceed that 
figure. People familiar with such costs say 
they do. 

This means then, that President Eisenhower, 
who admittedly has about the toughest job in 
the world, actually gets nothing for his labors. 
If anything, he will have to dip into the money 
he made on his book in order to meet expens- 
es. That's a sorry situation. 

But it was not unforeseen. Before he retir- 
ed from office, President Truman called atten- 
tion of Congress to this fact. Mr. Truman was 
a bit more fortunate in that his expense allow- 
ance was tax free. That gave him a net in- 
come of $94,000, instead of $55,000. But even 
at that it was estimated that he had very little 
left after paying the White House bills. (Con- 
gress repealed the tax exempt provision ef- 
fective this year.) 

Now, even if Congress wanted to boost the 
president's salary, it couldn't do it, since com- 
pensation cannot be changed while a person 
is in office. 

Thus, Mr. Eisenhower must go on working 
for less than nothing. We hope the next pres- 
ident gets a better break. 


61 PER CENT OF COUNTY 
BUDGET FOR WELFARE 


Sixty-one cents out of every $1 paid to San 
Bernardino county in taxes goes to the sup- 
pert of persons on the county welfare rolls. 

There is no news in that statement--merely 
an emphasis to the fact that in this area of 
good employment more than half of ‘our tax 
money goes to the support of the aged and 
the needy. Incidentally, San Bernarino is the 
No. 1 county in the state on the basis of the 
percentage of its budget that goes to welfare 
purposes,

Cfficially, very little is being said about 
the situation. The Upland school board would 
be taking on a heavier tax problem if the Up- 
land school boundary were removed south to 
the freeway—and so they keep mum. On- 
tario school officials have never given an opin- 
ion, but we surmise they would like to have 
the area become part of the Upland district. 

And that is where the problem is. 

If this area is going to become part of the 
Upland district, a new school must be erected 
at a central location to serve the pupils. A 
new school costs many thousands of dollars. 
And most of the dollars would have to come 
from the proceeds of a bond issue. 

Nearly a year ago a movement was started 
among some of the residents in the area con- 
cerned to get the school boundary changed. 
Again right now Upland residents, who are 
under the administration of the Ontario school 
district, are asking for a change. 

Considerable increase in population is like- 
ly in the district under discussion. 


comes greater, more requests will come for a 
change. 


This is a problem that should not be ignored. 


the county's huge budget goes for the care of 
the aged and the indigent. 


Why this county rates the unenviable posi- 
tion of paying more for relief than any other 
county, we do not know. No one has the an- 
swer, probably. It just so happens this coun- 
ty may have a higher percentage of the aged 
on relief or there are more financially unfor- 
tunate people here than elsewhere. 

At least the situation is such that all per- 
sons involved in the expenditure of the wel- 
fare money should make sure that not one 
penny is being needlessly spent or allotted. 

This discussion is not intended to point a 
finger at anyone but merely to emphasize the 
welfare load is unusually heavy in this coun- 
ty—and could get far heavier. 

A study made by the California senate in- 
terim committee on social welfare reveals thct 
only 31.9 per cent of eligible people in the 
state over 65 years of age are receiving old 
age security payments. In other words, 68 
per cent of the eligible persons were not re- 
ceiving assistance. ‘ 

As economic conditions change, there is 
likely to be a change in welfare payments. 
This means that should we get into an era of 
less employment, there is certain to be an in- 
crease in the number of people going on the 
“relief rolls.” 

California has approximately 558,379 citi- 
zens 65 years of age and over who are NOT 
on the welfare rolls. These people are 
living on meney from other than welfare sourc- 
es such as regular employment, working 
spouse, pension or retirement plan, returns on 
investments, living off of savings and help 
from relatives. 

The spirit of helping others could result in 
a burden too heavy for the owners of real pro- 
perty. 

No one likes to ponder on what might be 
the outlay in this county if a big proportion 
of these 558,379 would find it necessary to ap- 
ply for public assistance. It could happen. 


COLUMBUS’ SPIRIT IS A 
GOOD ONE TO FOLLOW 


With all due respect to the gallant sailor 
who discovered the new world in 1492, it must 


be said that sooner or later someone else | 


would have turned the trick. 

But Columbus is no less deserving of honor 
for the courage and vision which got him here 
first. In fact, it seems to us that Columbus 
day has greater significance as a symbol of 


what can be achieved by great determination | 


than it has as merely the celebration of an 
historic event. 

Every one of us should have some of the 
Columbus spirit. It isn't that we should head 
for parts unknown and try to make some new 


geographical discovery but rather have vision | 


to look beyond our work-a-day world and the 
determination to achieve bigger things. 

Like Columbus, however, our progress to- 
ward a high goal may not be spectacular. 
Worthwhile accomplishments so often stem 
from the little self-disciplines—consistently de- 
veting some time each day to constructive 
reading, building up a savings reserve, and 
learning to be patient and cooperative with 
others.

Arab Discontent | 
Vividly Related 


“The Middle East is boiling and 
this fire will never be quenched 
by means of pennies and dollars,” 
writes Mary Jane Campbell in 
quoting Mayor Sheikh Moham- 
med Ali el Jaburi of Hebron. Mrs. 
Campbell is a correspondent for 
the United Presbyterian and has 
spoken in the Upland Methodist 
church. She is in the middle 
east on a mission of helpfulness. 

She had an interview with the 
mayor following the visit of John 
Foster Dulles. Her interview in 
part is printed here and the ‘state- 
ments are from the Hebron 
mayor. 

“The present policy of America 
in regard to the Palestine case 
and the backing of world Zionism 
makes all the Arabs disgusted 
with America and the Americans. 
If the American public wants the 
goodwill of the Arabs at large, 
then it should bring pressure on 
its government to see that justice 
and fair play be restored to the 
Arabs. The Arab people have not 
had any dislike for the Amer- 
icans, but on the contrary have 
always liked and counted them 
friends.” 

Dissatisfaction with the Point 
Four program was reported. 
“This program increased the dis- 
like of the Arab péople for the 
American governmént. They feel 
that up to now nothing worth, 
while has been done... . If the 
U. S. gevrnment is really ‘sincere 
in its desire to help our people 
it should do its utmost to rescue 
us from our financial difficulties. 
To ‘come with ‘horses and men’ 
and to Send what is supposed to: 
be the share of the Arab coun- 
tries, or its official employes, is 
contrary to what we believe 
America intended.’ ’
